HOMEMADE ICE CREAM. 


Fraaza It at Laast a Day Befora It Is 
to Ba Used. 

”The best ice cream to stale ice 
cream.” said the lee cream manufac¬ 
turer. “You never hear of colic from 
Ice cream among children who have 
never met the homemade article. It to 
a queer thing that it would ruin a 
manufacturer to sell fresh goods, 
whereas If you know it to homemade 
and Just out of the freezer you will 
praise It to the skies as being the su¬ 
perior of anything manufactured any¬ 
where. 

“If you want your homemade cream 
to be really good and healthy make It 
at least a day before you use It. Churn 
It hard, but not too hard, and then 
pack It away In salted lee until you 
are ready to serve It. In this way all 
the little particles of Ice which make 
homemade cream so gritty and really 
harmful will have disappeared. The 
cream will sort of absorb the water 
that forma the Ice, so to speak; conse¬ 
quently your cream will be froseh, not 
trapped. It to a daring manufacturer 
who risks his trade by shipping cream 
less than a week old. Sometimes 1 
store my goods In Ice aa much as two 
weeks. That Isn’t a bit too long, 
dtber, although It takea a heap of Ice." 
—Naw Tortt Praaa 


There is no reason in sight for any re¬ 
duction iu prices. The recent level is be¬ 
ing maintained and prospects are consid¬ 
ered fair for higher prices later. Manu¬ 
facturers who bought leather far enough 
back to take advantage of the prices then 
are able at this time to hold the sample 
prices, while those less forehanded, who 
have been compelled to pay recent mar¬ 
ket prices. are obliged to either meet the 
lower prices or wait till they advance 
sufficiently to let them into the market 
More is being heard now about the 
strap-puinp. This modified pattern an 
improvement over the shoe of l'.tOH, has 
proved its worth and become popular 
enough probably to insure a good run 
next year. The demand of these lines is 
now very large. 

It is reported by salesmen that there is 
no iuterest in bronze goods in the lines of 
womeu's wear. Tans, . patent leather, 
ooze, cravenetted cloth, kid, etc., are in 
demand, but since the bronze dressings 
have been devised, the application of 
them to other leathers produces bronzes, | 
w hich convert an old pair of shoes into a 
passably stylish looking pair, sufficient } 
for the emergency. 

There has been no sign of surrender or 
weakening in the hides market. Prices 
are firm and it has been noticed that there 
are slight gains from week to week, mak¬ 
ing the quotations at the end of the 
month higher than at the beginning. Th 
present advanced prices are being accepted 
aud buyers are meetimg them, though 
their takings are moderate and sufficient 
for only current needs.—Boston Trans¬ 
cript.

ROBERT ADAM. 

Ho Created a New Era In English 
Architecture. 

Bobert Adam (172S-d”> was to Eng¬ 
lish architecture what Benvenuto Cel¬ 
lini was to that of Italy. lie was ar¬ 
chitect to the king, beloved at court, 
a member of parliament, and it was 
said of him that lie “could tint help 
adorning all that lie touched.” Those 
of the English people who dwell in 
Adam houses prize them as rare jew¬ 
els. 

Adam introduced into English ar¬ 
chitecture a lightness, delicacy of 
touch anil charm of proportion which 
it had never before possessed and 
which gave his name to that splendid 
period of architecture tlie style of 
which lasted over a century. Every¬ 
thing i« a house, from the panel in a 
ceiling t<> the vases and gilt wood tri¬ 
pods and branches for lights, from 
hangings at the windows to a wom¬ 
an's hairpin holder. Adam designed 
himself. 

Adam got Ills rich, beautiful and 
distinctive style from the ruins of the 
Emperor Diocletian, at Spalato. As a 
finish to interiors he conceived tlie 
idea of using figures in relief upon 
walls, colored and adorned according 
to Raphael's Stanze painted flat upon 
tlie walls of the Vatican. His idea 
was as bold as Its result was beauti¬ 
ful. He also adopted Pompeiian styles 
of decoration. 

“Adam was artist as well as archi¬ 
tect. and ids walls, ceilings and inte¬ 
rior adornments are marvels of har¬ 
monious colors.” says an architect, 
“lie employed no less personages than 
Angelica Kaufman and Zucelii to paint 
many of the ponels and medallions let 
into his ceilings, and it was Ids habit 
to have carpets woven to match the 
pattern overhead and harmonize with 
the color there employed. Tlie key¬ 
note of Adam’s style is ’movement.’ 
combined with perfect artistic fitness, 
and it is peculiar for its grace and 
stateliness.”—New York Tribune.

But manufacturers will not touch orders 
at those prices so they art; sending them 
back for revision, which means the addi¬ 
tion of ten to tlfteen cents a pair more 
than quoted prices. Some of these tran¬ 
sactions concern thousands of cases ami 
so long as this condition continues busi¬ 
ness w ill be uneven and more or less dis¬ 
turbed and misunderstood.

Ths French Academy. 

The French academy is one of tin- 
five academics and the most eminent 
constituting the Institute of France. It 
was founded in 1(J37» liy Cardinal Rich¬ 
elieu nnd reorganized in 1S1G. It Is 
composed of forty members, the new 
member elected by the remaining thir¬ 
ty-nine members for life after person¬ 
al application and the submission of 
the nomination to the head of the 
state. It meets twice weekly and is 
•'the highest authority on everything 
pertaining to the niceties <>f the French 
language—to grammar, rhetoric and 
poetry and tlie publication of the 
French classics." The chief officer is 
the secretary, who has a life tenure of 
bis position. A ebair in the academy 
is the highest ambition of most liter¬ 
ary Frenchmen. 

Why Men's Hats Have a Cow. 

A bow is always to be found on the 
• left side of a man's hat. Tills is a sur 
rival of the old days when bats were 
costly articles. In order to provide 
against the hat being blown away in 
stormy weather a cord or ribbon was 
fastened around the crown, with ends 
-hanging so that they could be fastened 
to part of the attire or could be 
grasped by the hand. The ends fell on 
the left side, of course, as the left 
hand Is more often disengaged than 
the right. When not required it was 
usual for the ends to be tied in a bow. 
The bow became smaller and smaller, 
but it still remains and is likely to do 
•o as long ns men wear hats. 

Transparent Rhubarb. 

To l>e made day before using. Cut 
rhubarb into pieces one-half inch long. 
Spread on plates and sprinkle with 
sugar, allowing one-half cupful of 
sugar to each cupful of fruit. Let all 
stand overnight. In the morning pour 
off the juice and boll for ten minutes, 
drop in the rhubarb, a small portion 
at a time, and cook until tender. Re¬ 
move from the sirup as soon as done 
to preserve shape. Put in a pretty 
dish.—Chicago Reccrd-IIcrald.

How the Ingenious Little Builders Con¬ 
struct Their Houses. 

When the beavers’ dams are com¬ 
pleted. the animals separate into small 
companies to build cabins or houses 
for themselves. These are constructed 
upon plies along the borders of the 
pond. They are of an oval shape, re¬ 
sembling a beehive, and they \ai> 
from live feet to ten feet in din meter, 
according to the number of families 
they are to accommodate. 

These dwellings are never less than 
two stories high, generally three, and 
sometimes they contain four apart¬ 
ments. The walls of these are I pun 
two feet to three feet thick, formed 
of the same materials as the dams. < >n 
the inside they are made smooth, but 
left rough without, being rendered im¬ 
penetrable to rain. 

The lower story is about two feet 
high, the second is formed by a floor 
of sticks covered with mud, and the 
upper part terminates with an arched 
roof. Through each floor there is a 
passage, and the uppermost floor is 
always above the level of the water. 
Each of these huts has two doors, one 
on the land side to admit of their go¬ 
ing out nnd seeking provisions that 
way, another under the water and be¬ 
low where it freezes to preserve their 
communication with the pond.—Eng¬ 
lish Magazine. 


FL0AT11 NG A WHALE. 

Inflating the Monster Carcass to Keep 
It on the Surface. 

“Then began the work of bringing 
the whale to the surface and blowing 
it up so that it would float,” says a 
writer on whaling In Popular Me¬ 
chanics. “Taking a hitch nbout a con¬ 
venient post, the rope was slacked and 
run through a pulley block at the mast¬ 
head to relieve tlie strain of raising 
the great body. The wincli was set in 
motion, and for fifteen minutes noth¬ 
ing was heard save the monotonous 
grind as fathom after fathom of line 
was wound In. When the body was 
brought alongside tlie lobes of the 
flukes were cut ofT and lifted to the 
deck. Then a long coil of small rub¬ 
ber hose, one end of which was at¬ 
tached to a pump and the other to a 
hollow, spear pointed tube of steel 
with perforations along its entire 
length. w - as brought into play. The 
spear was Jabbed well down into the 
whale’s side, tlie air pump was started, 
nnd the body slowly tilled with air. 
When inflated sufficiently to keep it 
afloat, the tube was withdrawn, the 
Incision plugged with oakum aud the 
chains east off. A buoy with a flag 
was then attached to the carcass uud 
the whole set adrift to be picked up 
at the end of the day's hunting.”

wind in mill's. 

A wind of fifty-two miles an lumr 
gl\i*s waves of an average height <>f 
twenty six fei't. although individual 
waves will attain a hi'ight of forty 
fi*i‘t. The prevailing wind In all longi¬ 
tudes is wi'stiTiy, so whi'revor a wi*st- 
erlj- wind springs tip it finds a long 
westerly swell, tlie I'ffi'i-t of a previous 
wiml still running, ami the prim-ipnl 
effi'et of the newly t»>rn wind is to I 
lni-rease the sti*epness of tin* already 
running long swell so as to form 
majestic storm waves, which some¬ 
times attain a length of l.lloO fi*et 
from i-rest to crest. The longest swells 
due to wind ari* almost Invisible dur¬ 
ing storms, for they are masked hy 
the shorter and sti*i*pi*r waves, but 
they emerge Into view nfti*r or heyotul 
thi* storm. 

The notion of the winil t<> ilrlft dry 
sand in a proi-esslon of waves is seen 
in the desi*rts. As the sand waves 
I'antiot travel hy gravitation, their 
movements are entirely controlled hy 
the wind, ami they are therefore much 
simpler ami more ri'gulur In form and 
movement than i«*ean waves. In their 
greatest heights of several hundred 
feet the former become more complex 
owing to tin* partial consolidation of 
tin* lower layers of sand by pressure, 
but they still have the i-liaracteristii' 
wave features. 

In the Winnipeg prairies i«f Canada 
freshly fallen snow is ilriftinl hy wind 
In a pnx*essinn of regular waves, pro¬ 
gressing with a visit,li* and ghostlike 
motion They are similar t<> desert 
sntiil wares, hut less than half as 
stis'p. the wave length In-ing fifty 
times as great as the height. The 
flatness of the wind formed snow 
waves affords a valuable indication »'f 
the great ilistanre to which hills shel¬ 
ter from the wind.—Chicago Tribune.

The Chief Justice.

When he appoint¬ 
ed Melville W. Fuller he nominated 
him to lie chief justice and nothing 
else. Future nominations will be 
framed in tliis fashion.”—Washington 
Star. 

Fifty Dollar Dinners. 

“Dinners nt $o0 a plate are as com¬ 
mon in New York as five dollar din 
ners are in London and Paris," said a 
chef.

FLOATIING A WHALE. 

Inflating the Monster Carcase to Kaep 
It on the Surface. 

"Then ls>g:in the work of bringing 
tbe whale to the surface and blowing 
It up so that it would float" says a 
writer on whaling In Popular Me¬ 
chanics. "Taking a hitch al>out a con¬ 
venient post, tlie rope was slacked and 
run through a pulley block at the mast¬ 
head to relieve the strain of raising 
the great body. The winch was Bet In 
motion, and for fifteen minutes noth¬ 
ing was heard save the monotonous 
grind ns fathom after fathom of line 
was wound in. When the body was 
brought alongside the lobes of the 
fiukes were cut off and lifted to tbe 
deck. Then a long coil of small rub- 
lier hose, one end of which was at¬ 
tached to a pump and the other to a 
hollow, spear pointed tube of steel 
with perforations along Its entire 
length, was brought Into play. The 
spear was jabbed well down Into the 
w hale’s side, the air pump was started, 
end the body slowly filled with air. 
When Inflated sufficiently to keep It 
afloat, the tube was withdrawn, the 
Incision plugged with oakum and tbe 
chains cast off. A buoy with a flag 
was then attached to the carcass and 
the whole set adrift to be picked up 
at tbe end of tbe day’a bunting."

The six ;>r 
more speakers will be drawn from a w ide 
territory, among them being prom¬ 
inent poultrymeu who have not ap¬ 
peared before the Association in the past 
It is expected that Brother Ligouri. the 
Belgian monk of the Trappist order, wi 1 
be present to explain in detail the methods 
lie uses at the monastery of his order in 
Quebec where lie has secured most re¬ 
markable results in practical poultry cul¬ 
ture. Dr. A. A. Brigham, principle of 
the school of Agriculture of South Dakota 
a clever and interesting speaker, w ill dis¬ 
miss poultry topics of great importance. 
In special recognition of the ladies, one 
of the foremost poultry women of Amer¬ 
ica will be present to address them. Dr. 
L. F. Rettger of Yale, who is well known 
through his investigations in White 
Diarrhoea w ill be present and tell of his 
work which is being done in eonjuction 
with the Experiment Station. It is also 
expected that Dr. l’rince T. Woods w ill 
also be present to give some valuable in¬ 
formation He is a specialist on thicken 
diseases. 

As there is no hotel at Storrs, President 
Beach has tendered the Association the 
use of the College dormitories and dining 
hall. There will be no charge for rooms 
meals will be served at twenty five rents 
each. Under these conditions the cost 
of the two <lay trip need not exceed one 
dollar above transportation expenses. 

This meeting will be open to all regard¬ 
less of membership in the Association. In 
fact, the Association urgently invites all 
poultry keepers aud those interested in 
this branch of farming, to be present at 
this institute. This occasion w ill afford 
all interested citizens an opportunity to 
get in touch with the work of the College 
and Experiment Station. Address l’rof. 
F. II. Stoneburn, Storrs. for further in¬ 
formation and program, as well as for 
reservation of rooms. Representatives 
of the press are especially invited.

In the evening the illuminations and 
fireworks were superb, during w hich time 
the Weymouth Band rendered many pat¬ 
riotic selections. 

The committee should receive the hearty 
thanks of the community for the able and 
efficient manner in which the day’s pro¬ 
gram was carried out. 

The donations amounted to something 
over 81.JO which covered the expense of 
fireworks and music 

The gate receipts during the day were 
iu the vicinity of 8100. and from other 
sources about sixty dollars. 

The prizes were substantial silver gifts 
and cost the committee in the neighbor 
hood of 840 to 830. Other contingent 
expenses such as lightly watered street, 
preparing grounds, police hire, etc. were 
quite large but still a substantial amount 
to be turned into the treasury. 

The society holds Its first annual meet¬ 
ing July 24th when a full report of the 
year's work will be given. 

The society w ishes to thank the public 
for their patronage and the liberal manner 
in which they contributed toward making 
the celebration a success. One of our down 
town residents who is always interested 
in improvements in town, anil was on the 
grounds early, remained all day and even¬ 
ing,expressed himself about it as follow s: 
“Pond Plain today is the only live spot in 
tow n and when they come before the town 
officials with requests for improvements, 
should not be turned down, but should 
receive the encouragement of all good cit- 
zens as they certainly are setting an ex¬ 
ample for other parts of the town to fol¬ 
low." 


Shoe Industry. 

An unusually large number of boot and 
shoe buyers are now in and around Bos¬ 
ton. It is the buying time, anyway, but 
the Shoe and Leather Fair is a novel at¬ 
traction to the trade, and makes Boston 
the place to visit at this time if never be¬ 
fore. 

Conditions governing the trade are more 
or less mixed. Some manufacturers are 
still offering goods at sample prices, while 
others are asking advanced prices on ac¬ 
count of the increased cost of production 
This advance over samples prices is not 
stimulating to business. Buyers find an 
increase of from five to ten ceDts a pair, 
a considerable sum when many cases of 
goods are Involved, and there have been 
instances w here a refusal to pay the price 
asked has compelled the manufacturer to 
return the order pending the readjustment 
of prices. Tanners are not yielding their 
prices. If anything they are strengthen¬ 
ing them, for hides are held very firmly. 

While the buyers now here are looking 
around and considering the future, manu¬ 
facturers are receiving orders by mail 
and the influx from this source and from 
the salesmen lias been sufficient to keep 
tip a respectable business. Those manu¬ 
facturers who had laid in good stocks of 
leather when it w as cheaper have been 
able to adhere to their first rates and 
their customers are sharing in their good 
fortune. This condition docs not obtain 
in regard to goods for next spring which 
are now being seen in sample. Prices 
will be higher on them, anyway. 

It is evident that a rearrangement of 
prices, with a possible regrading of the 
shoe, w ill be necessary before the trade 
is well settled. Buyers, wholesale and 
retail, do not want to continue paying 
more and more for shoes. The same in¬ 
genuity which evolved the present shoe, 
introducing in its structure inferior 
grades of stock, but completing an hon¬ 
estly-made and good shoe, must again be 
set to work and another good shoe as 
low a price must be made The medium 
grade shoe is still in demand, and some 
very satisfactory orders have been given 
to manufacturers. The taste of buyers 
seems to be limited to staple lines, and 
the fancies are not so active as it was 
expected they would be. Inasmuch as 
the buyer at retail has more choice than 
money, the choice must necessarily be 
governed by the money, so goods that 
will sell readily are in demand by whole¬ 
salers. 

By the time the contracts now in proc¬ 
ess of manufacture are completed it is 
felt that tin* present season will prove a 
very good one for the manufacturer- 
Rochester factories have had more orders 
than ever before; St. Louis factories have 
been busy; Philadelphia shops have hail 
work enough. In general the poor begin¬ 
ning season is rounding out very well- 
Prospects for the next are not developed 
sufficiently to permit of prognostication. 

Many tan shoes are being worn now by 
both men and women, so a very good busi¬ 
ness is being enjoyed by dealers in such 
seasonable goods. The women’s oxfords 
and ankle-strap pumps are leaders. In 
men's wear oxbloods are gaining iu favor- 
Some manufacturers seem to think the 
tan shoe is wauing in favor iu the East, 
while increasing in the West, but the ex¬ 
cess of Western sales may give the con¬ 
trast and suggest the condition imagined. 

In New York it is intimated that the 
bronze boot is a lifeless feature. Iu fac 1 
there has been little seen and less heard 
recently of this novelty. Instead, white 
shoes in canvas or buck are still iu favor 
for summer wear with white frocks, 
while for next year they are being pro¬ 
duced as permanent features.—Boston 
Transcript.

They Are Hung In a Little Rustic 
Building In Paris. 

Tho bells of the Bastille are still in 
Baris in a little court in Avenue d’Ey- 
lan, where they are hung in a little 
rustle building. There is no doubt as 
to their authenticity. They carry in 
relief their story. “These three bells 
wore made by I.ouis Clioron, founder 
to the court, l'or the royal Bastille in 
the year 1701." Fleurs-de-lis, crosses 
and sacred figures adorn the legend. 
The bells formerly were part of the 
clock installed by M. Sarlinc in 1701. 
In tho archives do 1'arsenal are all the 
documents relative to 11 le work. 

On July 14, 17S9, the balls of the 
assailants stopped the clock of the 
Bastille at a quarter past b in the even¬ 
ing. Balloy, who demolished the pris¬ 
on, three days later received the order 
to deliver tlie dock to the commander 
of the Baris militia, who transported 
it no one knows whither. After the 
revolution the bells wore found at the 
foundries of llouiliy-sur-Andello, in 
Eure, where, under the reign of ter¬ 
ror. the church bolls were converted 
Into money. The proprietor of the 
foundry was interested in these relies 
and did not melt them. He installed 
the three bells in his works with the 
movement of the clock. By this time 
the dial plate had disappeared and 
the figures which belonged to it. Some 
years ago the bells were transferred 
from the Uouilly foundry to Baris, and 
there they have since remained.—Lon¬ 
don Globe.

ON THE FARM. 

Bathe the horses’ shoulders once a ilay 
with cohl water; keep their collars ami 
feet clean. 

It Is (letter to keep the cattle in small 
pastures, changing them frequently from 
one Held to the other, than to allow them 
to main over a large pasture continuously 

One hint in regard to the mowing of 
lawns at the present time will he useful 
to the iuexperieuced amateur, and this is 
to avoid cutting the grass quite as low 
down as Ki the months of May and June. 

What the horticulturist is demanding is 
a general lowering of this injurious in¬ 
sect life. In no betUf way can this tic 
done than by encouraging the increase of 
birds by providing suitable resting places 
and by protecting them in every way. 

The tlrst step in keepiug cream sweet 
is to keep it as clean as possible. Clean 
cream cau uot lie produced by llltliy meth¬ 
ods of inilkiug nor hv handling the cream 
or milk in imeleau utensils. Milk cans, 
stirrers and pails should lie thoroughly 
washed in hike warm water, then thor¬ 
oughly scalded in hot water and dried and 
exposed to the sunlight and pure air. 

Look out for the striped beetles. They 
often attack and destroy melons ami cu¬ 
cumbers as fast as the plants appear above 
the ground An application of wood ashes 
air-slaked lime, or gypsum, tainted with 
kerosene or turpentine or carbolic acid, 
will help to drive them away. If you have 
only a few plants you can easily piotect 
each hill by erecting a mosquito netting 
guard over it until the plants begin to run. 

Here are a few essentialities of summer 
dairying: Keeping tiies from the milk: 
never allowing raw water to come in con¬ 
tact witli the milk cans; boiling water 
and cans for twenty-live minutes; seeing 
that no manure can seep into the wells: 
screening barns and outhouses from the 
(lies and that the milkers’ hands and the 
cows’ udders are cleau before ami during 
the milking operations. 

The meat of all animals is all'ccled by 
tlie food they eat. For instance, tin* 
ducks that live on tlsh have a llsiiy llavor: 
tlie flesh lias a disagreeable taste when 
the fowls are fed on onions. When swine 
are fed on beechnuts the bacon from the 
pigs has the finest flavor, while hogs al 
lowed to feed oil stinking, llltliy slops 
and on dead animals furnish food unlit 
for human beings. There is no excuse 
for not feediug tlie soundest, cleanest, 
freshest food, and fresh and pure water. 
There is much iu the feed^ 

In trying to make the most possible out 
of the poultry business, it is desirable to 
combine it with fruit ami to locale on land 
that will increase in value. A high priced 
product like poultry aud fruit will return 
a big income from a small lot of land and 
will euable tiie owner to pay taxes with¬ 
out much feeling the expense, and the 
market for the products will he enough 
belter in such locations to warrant the 
extra cost.

will properly stand. Tlie cow is simply a 
machine, the soil is simply a machine, and ' 
the cabbage le ad is a machine into which 
we can put a certain amount of material 
and turn out from it so many dollars. If 
you feed this vegetable matter, with high- 
grade nitrogenous manure yon can make 
it pay. 

Two stalks in a potato hill will give 
more merchantable potatoes than a greater 
number. Often the two stalks can tie got 
from a single strong eye, especially if 
planted rattier deeply. But it is safer to 
plant more eyes and then cull out tlie ex¬ 
cess of stalks, selecting, of course, those 
least vigorous. Too many stalks in a 
hill of potatoes are as unprofitable as too 
many in a hill of corn. 

Late tomatoes are having a good time, 
tlie warm, dry weather suiting them well 
if the plants are kept right al. the roots 
and well cultivated. The early plants are 
getting well set with fruit, ami as this be¬ 
gins to swell treely tlie plants may lie fed 
and watered a little more liberally. Keep 
a sharp lookout for the side shoots and 
pinch them out regularly, as they take the 
strength away from the (lower ami fruit 
clusters. 

There is no doubt that certain charac¬ 
ters should lie looked for ill a good laying 
hen. She should lie low set. and stand oil 
a pair of shanks set fairly wide apart.! 
The head should lie nice and clean cut, j 
with a full bright eye. In oilier words, 
liens should show feminine character, and 
not wrinkled features. Hcnsof tlie latter 
type should lie discarded ; in short, mas-j 
enlinity in the lien is a bail sign. A hen 
witli a large capacity for food lias a large 
crop, is usually a payable bird to 
feed. The smaller tlie sack of 
food she takes to roost at night tlie fewer 
eggs will she produce. Dairymen know 
that a cow must have plenty of room for 
food in order lo produce a large milk 
yield _

This Rulletin is devoted to items of 
interest to the family, and four num¬ 
bers have already been published, 
containing ihe genealogy of brandies 
of the family, biographies of some of 
tin* more noted representatives, and 
portraits of members and tneir homes.

Shoe Industry. 

Now that the duty on hides lias been 
brought to view again as a factor in the 
tariff bill, shoe buyers are again consider¬ 
ing what effect the proposed action mav 
have on their interests. They recognize 
tiie fact that shoes delivered will cost 
more than samples bought at the begin¬ 
ning of tiie season, but so long as the price 
schedule varies according to the leather 
situation of manufacturers, and tiie duty 
on hides is held to be a cause of offence, 
these buyers will haggle over prices and 
hold off so loug as it is possible, if by so 
doiug any advantage may be gained. This 
is tiie present situation. 

Shoe buyers have flocked to Bostou in 
great numbers They have visited the 
fair over tiie bridge, and inspected such 
samples of spring goods as are ready, but 
they have not placed the contracts which 
should be placed at this time of the year. 
There has lieen some brisk business in 
some kinds of shoes, and some good or¬ 
ders have lieen booked, but there is more 
business to be done, more orders to be 
given out, before the full quota of fall 
trade is accounted for. 

Tiie fact that the cost of leather has in¬ 
creased since contracts were made with 
tanners, lias permitted some shoe manu¬ 
facturers to make prices on certain kinds 
of shoes, which are not in proper ratio to 
present conditions, aud less than other 
manufacturers can quote. Such circum¬ 
stances disturb the transactions of others 
and unsettle business more than is gener¬ 
ally thought. 

Now that the summer trade is supplied 
for a time, and manufacturers are getting 
out the samples which will tie shown in 
September, there is naturally a quietness 
in the shoe and leather industries. Whole 
salers of medium grade and good quality 
men’s wear are inlying lighlly and watch¬ 
ing the advance of prices very closely. 
Men’s heavy goods do not attract any 
more iuterest, case-orders being in mod¬ 
erate quantities. Prices in these lines 
vary according to whether tiie manufac¬ 
turer bought his leather at advantageous 
prices, or was late and was caught by the 
rise. I 11 the latter case tiie price is liable 
to range from five cents to twelve and 
one-half cents ? pair higher than in tiie 
former. 

There is more activity among the shops 
where calf goods are made. Orders of 
good volume are being booked, for de¬ 
livery from early in the season to Septem¬ 
ber or (»ctober. 

Women's kid shoes are being produced 
at prices which have been established 
some time. Some lines of side-leather 
goods have been marked up, but the rates 
are not on a parity with the increased 
cost of stock. 

Preparation of samples of the spring of 
1310 goods shows a tendency to make 
more use of glazed kid, and patent leather 
occupies a prominent position among 
leathers. Black is being pushed at the 
expense of suedes and tans. Of course, 
a number of new styles and novelties are 
being presented, but the favorites of this 
year will be found in the bulk of the 
goods offered and probably iu larger 
quantities. Manufacturers recognize a 
limit of freak slioe«, which does not ex¬ 
tend far beyond the show window but 
some are necessary lo brighten up dis¬ 
plays and attract attention. The great 
mass of shoe wearers accept and prefer 
shoes of quiet, unobtrusive design, and 
are slow to eccept offhand novelties that 
are unindorsed. While tans will not be 
overlooked, there seems to be a sentiment 
against so many and undoubtedly an at¬ 
tempt may be made to restrict the produc¬ 
tion. At the same time there will be a 
goodly number of canvas shoes manu¬ 
factured.—Boston Transcript.

Some Obscure Facts Revealed 
by Study of Toxicology. 

THE PENALTY OF THE PEACH. 


A Document of Antiquity That 8hows 

tha Egyptians Know How to Make 

and Use Prueaic Acid—Tha Poisons 

of Ancient Greece and Roma. 

In the mythology of Greece there 
was a somber saga which declared 
that In the far north, later described 
as Colchis, there dwelt some sorcerers 
—children of the sun. Of these Hecate 
posssessed vast knowledge of poison¬ 
ous herbs, which passed to her daugh¬ 
ter Medea, who administered drugs to 
that dragon which guarded the Golden 
Fleece nnd urged Jason to gladiator- 
like achievements. 

Menes, one of the oldest of the Egyp¬ 
tian kings, nnd Attalus Phylometer, 
the last king of Pergemus, undoubted¬ 
ly possessed wide knowledge of me¬ 
dicinal plants. Attalus Phylometer 
compounded medicines nnd experi¬ 
mented with poisons, ne was famil¬ 
iar with liyoscyamus, aconite, vera- 
trum, conlum and others. 

MIthradatcs Eupator went further 
than either of these, however, as he 
prepared the famous mixture therlaca, 
composed of fifty-four Ingredients, nnd 
which lu later days sold at a great 
price. There Is further evidence of 
the chemical knowledge of the Egyp¬ 
tians as disclosed In embalming nnd 
various technical works. 

The most Interesting feature of the 
poison lore of Egypt, however, is the 
fact that the Egyptians were acquaint¬ 
ed with prussic acid, one of the most 
deadly poisons. They distilled It from 
ccrtnln plants and trees, notably the 
peach. lit the Louvre there Is an an¬ 
cient Egyptian papyrus on which lias 
been deciphered: 

“Pronounce not the name of I. A, O. 
under the penalty of the peach.” 

This is supposed to ho a death warn¬ 
ing to those who might he tempted to 
reveal mysteries In connection with 
the religious rites of the priests. 

It Is certain that the Romans learned 
of prussic add from the Egyptians, for 
history has It that lu the reign of Ti¬ 
berius a Roman knight accused^ of 
treason drank {iclson and fell dead at 
the feet of the senators. 

In nnclent Greece poison was the fa¬ 
vorite method of capital punishment 
and suicide, and It Is of Interest that 
self destruction was considered by the 
Greeks as an exemplary means of free¬ 
ing the soul from the body. Valerius 
Maximus relates that he “saw a wo¬ 
man of quality In the Island of Ceos 
who, having lived happily for ninety 
years, obtained leave to take a poison¬ 
ous draft, lest by living longer she 
should happen to have a change In her 
good fortune.” 

Nlcander of Colophon (201-138 B. C.) 
wrote the most ancient works extant 
on tho subject of poisons. In one 
treatise he described the effects of 
snako venom, In another be considered 
the properties of opium, henbane, cer¬ 
tain fungi, eolchlcum, aconite and con- 
tlum nnd recommended antidotes for 
them. 

DIoscorldes (40-00 A. D.) described 
the effects of cantharldes, sulphate of 
copper, mercury, lead nnd arsenic. He 
described poisons under three heads— 
animal prisons, poisons from plants 
nnd mineral poisons. 

Poison lore—”i>olson-lehre," ns It was 
long called—was considered a forbid¬ 
den subject for many ages. Gaten In 
his work “On Antidotes” remarks that 
the only authors who dared to write 
of poisons were Orpheus, Theologus, 
Morus, Mendeslus the younger, Hello- 
dorus of Athens, Aratus and a few oth¬ 
ers. Unfortunately none of their trea¬ 
tises Is now In existence. 

The sacred writings of India show 
that the art of poisoning was used tot 
suicide, robbery aud revenge, and here 
we learn that the original cattle poi¬ 
soners lived lu Indlu. The Asiatics 
knew arsenic, aconite, opium and other 
poisons. 

The ancient Hebrews were acquaint¬ 
ed with certain poisons, and “voseh” 
nnd “chema” seem to have been the 
words used ns general terms for poison. 

The death of Socrates, Demosthenes, 
Hannibal nnd Cleoputru testify to the 
pharmaceutical knowledge of the an¬ 
cients. Phrysa poisoned the QueeD 
Stutlra lu the reign of Artaxerxes II. 
(B. C. 405-359) by cutting food with a 
poisoned knife. 

The professional poisoners arose early 
In the Christian era. It Is recorded 
that Agrippina (A. D. 26) refused to 
eat apples at the table of her father- 
in-law Tiberius through fear of poison. 
—New York Timet. 

How Wt Change.

It is easier to keep a team in k<"mI con¬ 
dition than to make it so. 

All chickens iutetnled for rarl v lay ini' 
should lie fed extra well, and pushrd 
along as quickly as possible, using sound 
plain fiH.ds, as much as they will cat 

Keep tiie fowls away from the barns, 
stables ami carriage houses. In such 
places they are nuisances. Besides, they 
are more comfortable in a place by them¬ 
selves. 

It would certainly pay to sow potash 
on our apple orchards, as it is one of the 
most important elements of plant food 
for the apple. Wood ashes are excellent 
if you can buy them in the unlearhed 
form. 

Backing and marketing of fruit are 
coming lo lx* a business by themselves, 
which is not as simple as one would sup¬ 
pose. On this account careful ati.ntioii 
should tie given to it and a delloile effort 
made to understand it as fully as possible. 

Don’t forget to keep picking tne cumin- j 
bers as they ripen. Look through the 
vines carefully (they have a great way of 
hiding in the leaves), so that none will 
lie overlooked; for two or three large 
ones going to seed w ill sap all the strengi h j 
of their vine, whereas in picking them 
right along, new ones will form, and a I 
continued supply be secured. 

The frequency of cream delivery de¬ 
pends largely on the distance from the 
station and the ability of the patron t<> 
keep his cream sweet. Although it is be¬ 
lieved that with proper rare on the farm 
the cream cau he delivered from thirty- j 
two to seventy-two hours old in a sweet 
condition, the general rule should be to 
deliver it just as soon as possible after 
thorough cooling. 

One of the advantages *>f silage over 
drv forage is that it occupies less space. 
For instance, a ton of hay occupies on an 
average |no cubic feet of space. In that 
same space eight tons of corn silage can 
be stored. A ton of hay contains a little 
less than 1.000 pounds of digestible drv 
matter, while eight tons of silage contain 
over two ami one-half times as much 

Profit iu fruit growing depends upon 
two tilings chieHv—the raising of fruit of 
a quality to meet the trade requirements 
and the picking, packing ami marketing 
of such fruit in a proper ami satisfactory 
way. The grower often meets this ilrst 
requirement of success as lie should and 
when it comes to the second falls dow n 
through not knowing how to pack **r not 
being alive to the demands of the particu¬ 
lar market to which lie ships. 

Nature lias a very definite ami emphatic 
way of protesting against the abuses 
which are praticed in following crop sys¬ 
tems which rob the soil of its fertility 
One of these is noticeable in the tendency 
of noxious weeds to get a foot hold on 
poorly cultivated or depleted lands The 
working of this law is noticed again in 
the pests which attack corn, wheat, pota¬ 
toes and other grains ami vegetables 
grown on the same land without cultiva¬ 
tion but no attempt made to restore to 
the soil in fertilizers what is taken from 
it in the shape of crops. 


It is during the dry spell of the latter 
part of the summer, when the Min¬ 
or law n grass is at low ebb, that other 
grasses, chiefly crab grass, are likely to 
come in. The matter of eradicating this 
pest is not simple, but much can be done 
by adopting a course w ith the law n which 
will keep the blue grass groxxing at full 
vigor. This w ill include frequent water¬ 
ings and, if the soil is poor, the scatter¬ 
ing of a light top dressing of fertilizer 
This together with frequent dipping, will 
keep the lawn thrifty and will do much 
toward smothering the crab grass out

Iloremheh nt the time «>f his acces¬ 
sion xvas forty-five years **f age. full 
•of energy and vigor and passionately 
nnxlous to have a free hand in the car¬ 
rying out of his schemes f**r the reor¬ 
ganization of the government.

pire which Akhnaton's doctrine of 
pence and good will laid lost. 

I’nder his direction the purged wor¬ 
ship of the old gods, which for him 
meant only the maintenance of some¬ 
time proved customs, had gained the 
mastery over the chimerical worship 
of Aton. Without force or violence he 
substituted the practical for the vision¬ 
ary, and to Amun and order his grate¬ 
ful subjects were nhle to cry, "The 
sun of him who knexv thee not lias set. 
but he who knows thee shines; the 
sanctuary of him who assailed thee is 
overwhelmed in darkness, but the 
whole earth Is now In Hght.”-*-Arthur
